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Report   of   the   Forest   Fire   Warden 

Once  again  we  are  about  to  enter  another  forest 
fire  season  and  once  again  your  town  forest  fire  warden 
is  asking  you  to  be  careful  of  fires  in  our  woodlands 
and  along  our  roadsides.  There  is  nothing  more  dis- 
pleasing to  the  eye  than  an  area  of  blackened  waste. 
Nine  out  of  tfen  of  these  blackened  areas  are  caused 
by  You  and  You.  It  is  only  with  your  cooperation 
that  we  can  prevent  such  an  area  in  our  town.  A 
great  part  of  the  men  and  women  of  this  area  depend 
on  timber  for  their  weekly  pay  check,  and  by  you 
and  you  being  careless,  these  people  are  being  deprived 
of  a  living.  We  can't  even  try  to  prevent  fires  caused 
by  lightning,  but  the  number  of  fires  caused  by  this 
agent  is  very  small.  It  is  you  as  a  smoker,  as  a 
debris  burner, — you  as  a  careless  person,  who  can  do 
a  great  deal  in  preventing  this  most  shameful  waste 
of  our  natural  resources. 

You  can  help  by  making  sure  your  smoking 
material  is  out  —  DEAD  OUT,  your  incinerator  is 
air  tight,  the  area  around  it  is  cleaned  of  all  burnable 
material,  that  you  have  had  it  inspected  by  your 
forest  fire  warden,  that  you  have  asked  for  and  re- 
ceived a  permit  to  burn  from  your  forest  fire  warden. 
By  doing  these  things  the  number  of  fires  are  going 
to  be  fewer  and  you  will  have  woodlands  to  hunt  in, 
to  have  picnics  in,  to  be  able  to  fish  the  stream.  You 
will  also  be  proud  of  your  green  mountainsides.  By 
not  doing  this  you  will  not  enjoy  yourself  at  all.  It 
is  not  too  long  ago  that  most  of  us  can  still  remember 
the  fall  of  1947,  and  we  all  know  that  most  of  those 
fires  during  that  period  could  have  been  prevented 
if  everyone  was  careful.  So,  it  is  only  You  and  You 
that  can  prevent  this  most  shameful  waste  of  our 
woodland  by  this  common  enemy  —  FIRE. 

Please  remember  it  is  a  proud  record  for  you  to 
say  that  my  town  had  no  woods  fires  this  past  year 
and  it  is  only  through  you  and  you  that  this  goal 
can  be  reached.  So,  please  help  us  to  prevent  forest 
fires.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES 

Under  the  Will  of  Alfred  Quimby 

Feeling  that  the  townspeople  would  appreciate  a 
more  detailed  statement  of  the  operation  of  this  Fund 
than  has  occasionally  been  given  at  various  times  in 
the  past,  the  Trustees  have  decided  to  publish  a 
brief  summary  of  the  annual  audit  and  probate  ac- 
counts. 

Alfred  Quimby  died  at  Manchester,  N.  H.,  Febru- 
ary 15,  1918,  having  been  in  business  there  for  over 
sixty  years.  He  was  born  at  Sandwich  in  1832. 
Under  his  will  the  residue  of  the  estate,  which  amount- 
ed to  about  $244,000,  was  left  to  be  administered  by 
three  Trustees:  "the  income  only  to  be  used  for  such 
purposes  as  in  their  discretion  will  contribute  to  the 
permanent  upbuilding  and  well-being  of  the  Town  of 
Sandwich  and  its  inhabitants  and  institutions."

Education  was  of  first  importance  in  Mr.  Quimby's 
mind  when  drawing  his  will,  and  the  original  Trustees 
founded  the  Quimby  School  in  1923  to  make  it  possi- 
ble for  our  young  people  to  obtain  the  equivalent  of  a 
high  school  education  and  prepare  for  college  without 
having  to  leave  town,  with  its  attendant  inconvenienc- 
es and  expense.  Over  the  years  this  investment  has 
meant  much  to  our  youth,  with  prestige  and  a  sub- 
stantial money  saving  to  the  Town. 

At  the  present  time  about  75%  of  our  entire 
Trust  income  is  allocated  to  the  school.

Vision  and  hearing  tests  were  made  in  January 
and  February.  The  vision  of  86  students  being  exam- 
ined with  19  defects.  The  hearing  was  tested  with 
the  Maico  Pure  Tone  machine  —  89  tested  with  2 
defects. 

48  school  children  took  advantage  of  the  clinic 
held  at  the  school  in  February  for  whooping  cough 
booster  shots. 

Previous  to  the  chest  x-ray  clinic  held  in  Center 
Ossipee,  T.  B.  Patch  Tests  were  applied  to  95  students. 

We  were  most  fortunate  in  having  a  dental  hy- 
gienist  from  Dr.  Shirley  Dwyer's  department  of  Con- 
cord clean  the  children's  teeth  and  give  fluorine 
treatments. 

Heights  and  weights  were  recorded  in  May  and 
October. 

The  annual  physical  examination  was  given  to  95 
students  in  October.

A  part  of  the  vision  testing  for  the  current  school 
year  was  done  in  December  —  number  tested,  27;

Report  of  Superintendent  and  Principal 

The  stimulus  of  the  clean  and  pleasant  surround- 
ings of  our  new  central  school  continues  to  help  in 
developing  wholesome  attitudes  on  the  part  of  our 
young  people. 

Our  hot  lunch  program,  under  the  competent 
direction  of  Mrs.  William  Forristall,  is  serving  more 
pupils  than  ever  —  an  average  of  80  each  day  so  far 
this  year.  The  effect  of  a  nourishing  warm  meal  in 
place  of  cold  sandwiches  at  noon  is  more  beneficial 
than  most  people  realize.  It  not  only  contributes  to 
better  health,  but  makes  for  better  concentration  and 
higher  marks  in  school  subjects. 

A  new  series  of  graded  readers  and  workbooks 
for  the  first  four  grades  is  proving  a  great  help  in 
systematic  development  of  reading  and  language 
ability.  Social  studies  texts  adopted  for  grades  3 
and  4  use  the  same  vocabulary  as  is  given  in  the 
reading  texts.  A  new  series  of  spelling  books  is  also 
in  use  throughout  the  school. 

Our  physical  education  period  is  one  of  the  most 
enjoyable  parts  of  the  school  day  from  the  standpoint 
of  the  pupils.  This  contributes  to  better  health  as 
well  as  improved  muscular  coordination.  Mats  for 
tumbling  are  in  use  on  the  playroom  floor  nearly 
every  day  during  the  winter,  and  outdoor  games  and 
contests  have  their  place  when  weather  is  suitable. 
The  music  program  is  correlated  with  physical  edu- 
cation through  folk  dances  and  other  rhythmic  ac- 
tivities. 

A  filmstrip  library  has  been  started  with  the 
buying  of  40  filmstrips  by  the  P.  T.  A.  We  find  these 
very  useful,  as  it  takes  but  a  moment  to  set  up  the 
projector,  and  with  the  use  of  these  filmstrips  the 
child  has  the  added  advantage  of  seeing  the  subject 
about  which  he  is  studying.  It  is  hoped  that  new 
filmstrips  may  be  added  to  our  library  each  year. 
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School  Marks 

The  topic,  "Methods  of  Reporting  Pupil  Progress," 

has  received  much  attention  in  teachers'  meetings  and 
parent-teacher  groups  throughout  this  supervisory 
union  during  the  past  year.  An  individual  conference 
between  a  teacher  and  a  parent  (sometimes  the  pupil 
also  being  present)  seems  to  be  the  most  satisfactory 
method  of  reporting,  especially  for  the  lower  grades. 

In  November,  a  three-day  workshop  of  teachers 
and  parents  on  this  subject  was  held  at  Ashland.  As 
usual,  many  questions  were  raised  and  few  answered 
at  these  meetings;  but  several  points  seemed  to  be 
generally  accepted.     A  few  of  these  are  stated  below: 

(1)  School  marks  (either  "A-B-C-D"  or  percentage) 
are  undesirable  because  they  emphasize  unfair  com- 
petition and  create  fear  of  failure. 

(2)  A  pupil's  growth  in  learning  involves  so  many 
factors  that  it  is  impossible  to  reduce  it  to  any  single 
mark,  either  letter  or  number. 

(3)  A  mark  of  C  may  be  given  by  one  teacher  for  a 
certain  piece  of  work,  whereas  another  teacher  might 
give  a  mark  of  A  for  the  same.  No  clear  definition 
of  marks  has  ever  been  made  that  can  overcome  this 
difference  of  opinion. 

(4)  Parents  seem  to  favor  having  more  detailed 
reports,  covering  a  pupil's  growth  in  character,  good 
work  habits,  etc.,  even  though  the  reports  do  not  come 
so  often. 

(5)  Parents  are  becoming  accustomed  to  the  idea  of 
discussing  with  the  teacher  the  progress  of  their 
children.  No  longer  do  they  dread  the  teacher's 
coming,  or  meet  her  at  the  door  with  the  question, 
"What  is  wrong  now?"  A  friendly  visit  to  the  school 
by  each  parent  is  coming  to  be  accepted  as  regular 
routine. 

Community  Support 

The  school  board,  teachers,  and  pupils  are  truly 
appreciative  of  the  fine  cooperation  which  the  people 
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of  Sandwich  have  given  us  during  the  past  year. 
The  local  organization  of  the  P.  T.  A.  has  been  espec- 
ially helpful  with  an  active  program.  This  has  not 
only  been  of  benefit  financially  (through  the  purchase 
of  new  equipment  and  furniture)  but  also  by  studying 
with  the  teachers  to  improve  their  efforts  to  teach 
each  individual  in  terms  of  his  own  needs  and  at  his 
normal  rate  of  learning.
